Providence, R. I., Sept. 24.—General 
Charles R. Brayton, a m em ber of the 
Repu blican 
national committee and 
“boss” of Rhode Island, is dead at the 
age of seventy years. 
General Brayton, the blind boss of 
itliode Island for the last thirty years, 
was credited with a control of political 
affairs in the small state that made the 
power of Qu ay, Platt and all the rest 
of the classical bosses seem a minor 
influ ence. Fqr years he sat at his own 
desk in the office of the sheriff of Prov­ 
idence cou nty in the state hou se and 
ju st across the corridor from the sen­ 
ate cham ber and su mmoned legislators 
and gave orders with bu t m eager re­ 
su lting complaint and no su ccessfu l 
opposition. 
General Brayton himself never held 
im portant political office. 
In 18 74 he 
was made postm aster at Providence 
and continu ed in that office u ntil 18 8 0. 
From the time when he left the post­ 
m astership to the hou r of his death he 
did not relax his grip on the state’s 
affairs. 
The state hou se, costing $3,- 
000,000, was opened some eight years 
ago. 
General Brayton is said to have 
seen to it that the sheriff’s office in 
the bu ilding was placed where it wou ld 
be most convenient for his own lobby­ 
ing. 
The desk and chair which he oc­ 
cu pied were bou ght by the state. 
When General Brayton was sixty? 
one years old he was adm itted to the 
bar. 
Althou gh he never tried a case 
or gave advice of a strictly legal na­ 
tu re. he is said to have received a re­ 
tainer of $10.000 a year from one rail­ 
road and even a larger am ou nt annu ­ 
ally from street railways of the state. 
| Abou t these retainers General Brayton 
j made no bones whatever. 
“I am an 
j attorney for several clients.” he said 
I once in an interview, “and look ou t for 
j their interests before the legislatu re.” 
Another u tterance credited to Gen­ 
eral Brayton was the remark that in 
j his opinion m e voter shou ld be paid

’Tuncie, Ind., Sept. 24.— There is in- 
te *se excitement here over the assas- 
nation Thursday night of Banker 
Norman Black, and the police are still 
■ ithout. a definite clue on which to 
work. 
Mr. Black got his horse and buggy 
;;t a livery stable, and an hour later 
the horse returned with Black sitting 
upright in the buggy, covered with the 
laprobe and the lines wrapped around 
the whipstock. Black was unconscious 
and blood was oozing out of an ugly 
bullet wound in his head. 
He died twro 
hours later at the hospital. 
Exam ina­ 
tion showed that the assassin had 
carefully propped the dying man up in 
the buggy ana probably turned the 
horse’s head toward the livery barn 
where it was kept. 
Black could not have driven more 
than two miles before he received his 
death wound, for the horse returned to 
the stable in a walk, and persons wrho 
saw it at different places say it was 
walking leisurely and they supposed 
the occupant was simply driving slow­ 
ly. 
The autopsy reveals that a single 
bullet had taken effect, that having 
penetrated the brain, and the assassin 
evidently carried out with precision 
his attempt at concealment of the 
crime, as was shown by the care with 
which he placed the dying man in a 
position resembling as nearly as possi­ 
ble that of a live man driving, even to 
"he tucking of the robe about him. 
Bla ck ’s light gray felt hat, with a bul- 
jet hole through it, was found on the 
road beside him. 
That the murdered 
man had no intimation of danger is in- 
dicated by the fact that a little while 
before leaving on his fatal mission, 
Black told a close friend that he would 
.ttend the annual celebration of the 
founding of the local Elks lodge that 
lig h t. 
A slight clue was furnished by a Big
